A. Soviet people being given full reporting on Tice Pres- 
ident’s major activities— tours, visits, receptions — 
but not on all bis statements . 

1, Soviet press may be devoting more attention than does 
Badio Soscow in broadcasts to hose audiences. 

1, Badio treatment slightly less in volume than 

that on Macmillan visit and on Kozlov visit to 


Soviet people, however, while reading and hearing about Tice 
President's goings and comings are also getting sharp crit- 
icism — of the Vice President, of the 08 exhibition, and of

A. Criticism tempered somewhat by guarded expressions of 
approval for over-all purpose of exchange visits. 

B. Personal attacks on Tice President have concerned ouch 
episodes as his alleged attempt to give "aloe" of 100

III. Soviet people being given some, but not all, of Vice Pres- 
ident *s public statements, which have been treated in such 
a way as to reduce their possible impact . 

A, Sis speech on arrival in Moscow was broadcast to the 

Soviet people in full Busslan translation on the even- 
ing of the same day. 
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B. T fee Soviet people also heard a live broadcast of the 

ceremonies opening the US exhibition, including the 
Tice President *s speech in English — without any Rus- 
sian translation. 

1, A TASS summary of this speech, broadcast to a 
Bu s bar of foreign audiences and pres usa bly pub- 
lished in the balk of tbe Soviet press, omitted 
sections praising the US vsy of life and imply- 
ing criticism of certain Soviet policies. 

2, This speech sad his arrival spsech, hoeever, 
both reportedly published in full by Pravda and 
forest in (combined circulation approximately 

10 million) but not, so far as ve knov, in pro- 
vincial press. 

C* Soviet populace also treated to accounts of public 
discussion with Khrushchev prior to formal opening 
of exhibitio n— bu t not in full. 

1. An account published in Pravda— also broadcast 
to Soviet a udienc e — devoted 62 sentences to 
Khrushchev's remarks, only 11 to Nixon. Omitted 
Tice President*# debating points sad reported 
bim variously as "in a hurried retreat" or as 
finding a topic "obviously not after his taste." 
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2. la today's issue of Pravda, according to a TASS 
release, Khrushchev is quoted as stating Tuesday 
that a tape of this discussion was televised with 
full Russian translation of Tice President's re- 
narks but that U8 television onitted translation 
of soae of Khrushchev's "pronouncements of fun- 
damental importance." 

3. We cannot yet confirm details an Soviet televi- 
sion. 

£>• A TASS account of the Jocular conversation between 
Bixon and Khrushchev at latter' a country villa more 
in accord with Western news accounts, but did omit 
Tice President's Jibes about Khrushchev's efforts to 
"make propaganda' 1 on Captive Nations issue. 

S. Soviets now giving new twist to Nixon public speeches, 
with yesterday's lavestla. among others, frontpaging 
letters to the editor objecting to Nixon statement 
that "nobody in the world” knows better than Pres- 
ident Eisenhower what war is and objecting to claims 
of American prosperity. 

XT. Soviets also giving foreign radio audiences the same mix- 
ture of considerable coverage and critical interjections. 
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Publicity given exhibition iteelf, while extensive, crit- 
icizes certain aspects as ’’not representative,” in poor 
taste, etc. 

A, Radio Moscow, for hose audience, has also stepped 
U p eooewhstt volume of its routine remarks on hard- 
skips and evils of US way of life. These started 
last March, possibly as prelude to exhibition and 
to this eusser’s influx of official and private 
visitors. 

In short, Soviets obviously trying to minimize the impact 
the Tice President’s visit and the t® exhibition sight 
have on Soviet populace, although giving extensive pub- 
licity to both . 

A. Soviet propagandists say well consider that exten- 
sive publicity, blended with criticism, would have 
far less damaging effect on popular attitudes than 
would the far-reaching Soviet "grapevine" if little 
or no publicity given. 
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
